McCarty  wins  Philanthropist  award 


H.F.  McCarty  of  Magee  has  been 
named  Mississippi's  Philanthropist  of  the 
Year  by  the  state  chapter  of  the  National 
Society  of  Fund  Raising  Executives. 

The  announcement  was  made  during 
a  luncheon  presentation  at  the  annual 
charitable  giving  conference  at  the 
Ramada  Renaissance  in  Jackson. 

In  acceptance  of  the  award,  McCarty 
said  that  he  had  to  reflect  on  those  who 
made  the  honor  possible. 

McCarty  said,  "I  thank,  first  of  all,  two 
of  my  aunts  who  taught  me  the  value  of 
hard  work  and  the  joys  of  giving  and 
sharing." 

He  went  on  to  recognize  a  former  high 
school  principal  who  encouraged  him  to 
go  on  to  college.  He  then  praised  what 
he  called  "excellent"  instructors  at 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College,  the 
University  of  Mississippi,  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  South  Carolina. 

McCarty  was  also  quick  to  express 
his  appreciation  to  his  employees  and 
managers,  family,  NSFRE,  and  espe- 
cially a  former  pastor. 

"He  taught  me  how  to  give  from  the 
heart,"  McCarty  said.

John  M.  Williams  of  Clinton. 
DICKERSON 

Dickerson,  Class  of  1941 ,  lettered  in 
football  two  years  and  in  basketball  one 
year  at  Co-Lin.  An  outstanding  athlete  at 
Johnson  Station  where  he  played  bas- 
ketball four  years  that  the  team  won  the 
Southwest  Mississippi  championship, 
the  South  Mississippi  championship 
twice,  and  reached  the  State  Finals  one 
year.  He  was  offered  basketball  schol- 
arships to  several  universities.  However, 
he  chose  Co-Lin  and  decided  to  go  out 
forfootball  also.  He  saw  some  action  his 
freshman  year,  but  was  the  blocking 
back  on  Coach  Farmer  Johnson's  team 
where  he  intercepted  more  passes  than 
the  opponents  completed  all  year.  Coach 
Pie  Vann  of  Southern  Mississippi  offered 
Dickerson,  and  three  fellow  players, 
scholarships  at  Southern.  All  were 
starters  and  played  on  Southern's 
undefeated  team  right  before  World  War 
II,  which  ended  Dickerson's  college 
playing  career.  After  three  years  in  the 
Navy,  he  entered  the  coaching  field  at 
Liberty  High  School  where  he  had  to  re- 
start its  football  program  and  remained 
twelve  years,  winning  99,  losing  14,  and 
tying  5.  He  won  four  bowls  and  in  1958 
was  named  the  winningest  coach  in 
Mississippi  from  1948-58  by  the  State 
Legislature.  He  then  coached  in  Inde- 
pendence, La.,  where  he  won  the  parish 
championship  six  out  of  eight  years. 

Dickerson  was  named  Coach  of  the 
Year  four  times  and  was  Citizen  of  the 
Year  in  Independence  in  1960.  He  was 
selected  as  All  State  Coach  in  Missis- 
sippi in  1954  where  his  team  won  13-7. 
He  coached  several  state  and  college 
players  during  his  career. 

He  and  his  wife,  Essie,  had  two  chil- 


dren and  they  have  five  grandchildren. 

He  graduated  from  USM  with  B.S. 
and  M.S.  degrees  and  got  30  hours  in 
counseling  from  Southeastern  Louisi- 
ana University. 

HARRISON 

Harrison,  Class  of  1937  and  nick- 
named "Buttermilk"  by  teammates,  let- 
tered in  college  football,  basketball,  and 
baseball  while  in  high  school  at  Co-Lin. 
He  was  voted  most  outstanding  athlete 
in  1936-37.  He  played  four  years  of 
football  and  basketball  at  Mississippi 
State  University  where  he  was  president 
of  the  "M"  Club  his  senior  year  and 
where  he  received  a  B.S.  degree.  He 
played  three  years  of  pro-football  in  the 
NFL,  with  the  Brooklyn  Dodgers  and  the 
Philadelphia  Eagles  in  1941 ,  Detroit  Li- 
ons in  1942,  and  the  Green  Bay  Packers 
in  1 945.  He  was  privileged  to  play  in  the 
Orange  Bowl  and  he  played  and  coached 
one  yearwiththe  Qise  All  Stars  in  Europe 
while  in  the  Army  in  Reims,  France. 

Harrison  received  an  M.A.  degree 
from  the  University  of  Texas  at  El  Paso, 
and  he  did  extensive  graduate  work  at 
the  University  of  Mississippi,  American 
University,  University  of  Richmond, 
University  of  Miami,  Nova  University  and 
Rollins  College.

Natchez  Literary  Celebration  tells  gift,  plans

Natchez's  history  is  hot,  if  figures  are 
any  indication. 

A  profit  of  $10,000  from  a  recent 
Natchez  history  and  literary  symposium 
was  announced  recently  by  the  event's 
sponsor,  the  Natchez  Literary  Celebra- 
tion of  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  Col- 
lege. 

The  entire  amount  was  donated  by 
the  celebration  to  the  Natchez  National 
Historical  Park  Foundation  for  its  ongo- 
ing work  with  the  new  national  park  in 
Natchez. 

The  donation  was  announced  at  a 
formal  press  conference  called  by  Co- 
piah-Lincoln officials. 

The  1 990  celebration,  held  in  Natchez 
Jun  7-9,  explored  the  theme,  "The 
Natchez  Trace:  Its  Literary  Legacy," 
through  lectures,  tours  and  entertain- 
ments. 

Nationally  known  scholars  and  writers, 
including  Eudora  Welty  and  Margaret 
Walker  Alexander,  presented  papers  on 
the  connection  of  the  Trace  to  the  lives 
and  works  of  Richard  Wright,  William 
Faulkner,  Andrew  Jackson,  John  James 
Audubon  and  others. 

These  papers  have  resulted  in  a 
special  issue  of  the  University  of  South- 
ern Mississippi's  The  Southern  Quar- 
terly, to  be  published  in  the  spring  of 
1991. 

Also  announced  was  a  $2,500  grant 
awarded  by  the  Mississippi  Arts  Com- 
mission to  the  1991  Natchez  Literary 
Celebration,  set  for  May  30-June  1 . 

This  money  will  be  used  to  write  a 
documentary  drama  based  on  the  diary 
of  an  early  19th-century  Natchez  freed 
black  man,  a  wealthy  landowner  and 
barber,  William  Johnson. 

A  one-time  slave,  Johnson  gained  his 
freedom  and  the  respect  of  both  black 
and  white  society  in  Natchez  -  and  kept 
a  detailed  record  of  daily  events  from 
1835-51  in  a  private  journal. 

This  diary  was  found  and  published  in 
1951  by  two  Louisiana  scholars,  William 
Ransom  Hogan  and  Edwin  Adams  Davis. 
The  two  later  collaborated  on  Johnson's 
biography,  The  Barber  of  Natchez. 

The  drama  based  on  Johnson's  diary 
will  debut  following  the  dedication  May 
30  of  Johnson's  State  Street  home  to  the 


new  Natchez  National  Historical  Park. 

"Johnson's  home  and  diary  are  prob- 
ably part  of  the  few  major  pieces  of 
documentation  we  have  of  a  black  man 
duringthe  mid-1 9th  century," says  Phillip 
West,  president  of  the  Adams  County 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  vice  president 
of  the  National  Park  Foundation. 

"It's  important  that  we  have  some 
starting  point  to  address  the  untold  sto- 
ries of  black  history." 

Theme  for  the  second  annual  literary 
celebration  is  the  275th  anniversary  of 
the  founding  of  Natchez,  said  co-chair- 
man Carolyn  Vance  Smith  of  the  Copiah- 
Lincoln  English  Department. 

The  Fort  of  Natchez,  now  called  Fort 
Rosalie,  was  established  by  the 
Frenchman  Bienville  in  1716. 

Co-sponsors  of  the  1991  celebration 
are  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College 
and  the  National  Park  Service,  including 
the  Natchez  Trace  Parkway  and  the 
Natchez  National  Historical  Park. 

Lectures,  readings,  tours  and  special 
entertainments  will  reveal  various  as- 


pects of  Natchez's  275-year  lifespan, 
including  a  presentation  by  Robert 
Remini  of  the  University  of  Illinois  on 
Henry  Clay's  Natchez  connection. 

The  lecture  will  be  followed  by  a  gala 
at  the  mansion  D'Everux  simulating  the 
1 842  reception  held  there  in  Clay's  honor. 

Other  highlights  of  the  1991  celebra- 
tion will  be  presentations  by  German 
fiction  scholar  Alexander  Ritter  of  the 
University  of  Hamburg  and  Natchez  ro- 
mance-novels scholar  Patti  Carr  Black 
of  Jackson. 

Also  scheduled  are  a  reading  by 
Natchez  author  Alice  Walworth  Graham 
and  discussions  of  Natchez's  connec- 
tion to  the  Natchez  Indians,  Aaron  Burr, 
Jefferson  and  Varina  Howell  Davis,  Ri- 
chard Wright,  Ellen  Douglas  and  Brooks 
Haxton.

Keeping  up  with  alumni... 

Brien  credits  Co-Lin  in  success  story

Women  have  come  a  long  way  in 
being  accepted  in  male  dominated  pro- 
fessions, and  Dr.  Janice  Sherman  Brien 
of  Mendenhall  is  no  exception. 

Dr.  Brien,  a  doctor  of  dental  surgery, 
said  that  she  had  wanted  to  be  a  doctor 
since  the  fifth  grade,  but  it  wasn't  until 
she  enrolled  at  Copiah-Lincoln  Com- 
munity College  that  she  decided  she 
wanted  to  be  a  dentist. 

Dr.  Brien  said,  "I  talked  to  a  counselor 
at  Co-Lin  about  dental  school,  and  I 
remember  him  telling  me  he  didn't  know 
if  women  were  being  accepted  or  not." 

She  was  accepted  into  a  dental  school 
at  the  Louisiana  State  University  School 
of  Dentistry  in  New  Orleans,  La.,  in  1 971 
as  one  of  four  women  in  a  class  of  75. 

"The  women  in  the  class  competed 
just  as  well  as  the  man,  and  I  think  one 
reason  I  was  so  competitive  was  because 
of  the  instructors  I  had  had  at  Co-Lin  who 
challenged  me  to  continue  my  education 
and  succeed,"  she  explained. 

Several  instructors  were  named  as 
outstanding  by  Dr.  Brien  when  she  was 
asked  who  influenced  her  most  while 
she  was  a  student  at  Co-Lin. 

She  said,  "Dr.  Randolph  Strickland 
was  a  top-notch  science  instructor  and 
he  took  a  personal  interest  in  his  students, 
especially  the  science  majors." 

"Also,  I  remember  Dr.  Phyllis  Lanier, 
Donald  Johnson,  and  Durr  Walker  as 
good  teachers  who  covered  the  material 
well,"  Dr.  Brien  reminisced. 

Dr.  Brien  worked  as  a  laboratory  as- 
sistant for  Dr.  Strickland  during  heryears 
at  Co-Lin  from  1 968  to  1 970.  She  served 
as  student  council  vice  president  and 
was  a  member  of  the  band  and  Wesley 
Foundation,  while  also  maintaining  be- 
tween a3.6  and  3.7grade  point  average. 

She  said.  "I  think  what  impressed  me 
the  most  about  Co-Lin,  besides  the  in- 
struction, was  the  safety  and  security  of 
being  on  a  small  campus." 

"Most  of  the  students  who  went  to  Co- 
Lin  were  from  small  towns  in  the  area  - 
we  all  had  things  in  common,  and  it  was 
easy  to  make  new  friends,"  Dr.  Brien 
commented.

Dental  Association,  Dr.  Brien  is  also  on 
the  staff  at  Simpson  County  General 
Hospital  and  Magee  General  Hospital. 
She  also  serves  as  chairman  of  the 
MDA's  continuing  education  committee 
and  is  a  member  of  the  American  Dental 
Association,  the  Academy  of  General 
Dentistry,  and  the  American  Orthodon- 
tic Society. 

She  is  also  an  active  member  of  the 
Mendenhall  community,  having  served 
as  president  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce.

Community  colleges'  worthy  mission 
started  from  small,  humble  beginnings

The  history  of  community  colleges  in 
the  United  States  is  quite  unique. 

The  first  community  colleges  began 
in  the  early  1900s,  as  a  response  to  the 
need  that  some  university  educators  felt 
to  expand  the  university  downward  to 
make  education  beyond  high  school 
available  to  those  who  were  not  prepared 
to  tackle  the  university  level  work. 

At  about  the  same  time  there  was  a 
movement,  which  really  had  its  begin- 
nings inthe  state  of  Mississippi,  to  extend 
the  agricultural  high  school  upward  be- 
yond the  twelfth  grade  to  provide  edu- 
cation forthose  who  lived  in  rural  parts  of 
the  state. 

Pearl  River  Agricultural  High  School 
began  to  offercoursesforcollege  transfer 
credit  during  the  1921-22  session. 

It  is  considered  to  be  the  pioneer  of 
the  community  college  system  in  Missis- 
sippi ,  since  it  was  the  first  to  offer  college 
credit  courses. 

Shortly  after  the  first  junior  college 
law  was  passed  by  the  Mississippi 
Legislature  in  March  of  1 922,  Hinds  Jun- 
ior College  extended  its  offerings  to  take 
advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  provide 
a  new  level  of  education  to  its  constitu- 
ents. 

Within  the  next  10  years,  nine  addi- 
tional juniorcollegeswereaddedtothose 
offering  college  transfer  courses;  these 
are  known  as  the  original  1 1  community 
colleges  in  Mississippi. 

Co-Lin  is  one  of  these  11,  having 
opened  its  doors  in  1915  as  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Agricultural  High  School,  and  in 
1 928,  as  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College. 

With  the  passage  of  the  Mississippi 
junior  college  law  in  April  of  1928,  the 
first  state  system  of  junior  colleges  in  our 
nation  was  established.  Part  of  the  effect 
of  this  law  was  that  it  created  a  com- 
mission to  govern  the  two  year  colleges. 

The  commission  in  1929  set  "zones 
and  standards",  and  the  legislature 
placed  the  junior  colleges  under  the 
control  of  the  Commission  on  Junior 
Colleges. 

It  is  noteworthythatthroughthe  natural 
development  of  these  first  11  institutions, 


as  a  response  to  educational  needs  in 
Mississippi,  citizens  of  the  entire  state 
had  access  to  the  first  two  years  of 
higher  education  for  vo-tech  as  well  as 
academic  areas  of  study. 

Since  those  early  beginnings  the 
mission  of  community  colleges  has  been 
expanded  to  include  many  initiatives  in 
vocational-technical  instruction,  aca- 
demic instruction,  adult  literacy  educa- 
tion, special  interest  courses  and  many 
other  types  of  community  services,  thus 
continuing  to  respond  to  the  educational 
needs  of  our  citizens. 

The  enrollment  in  the  community 
colleges  across  the  nation  in  1989  was 
approximately  4.7  million,  representing 
about  37%  of  the  total  higher  education 
enrollment  (approximately  12.7  million) 
in  the  United  States.  The  enrollment  in 
the  Mississippi  community  colleges  in 
the  fall  of  1 989  was  62,844  representing 
about  55%  of  the  higher  education  com- 
munity in  Mississippi. 

Today,  there  are  15  community  col- 
lege districts  in  Mississippi,  with  every 
single  county  supporting  in  at  least  one 
community  college  district. 

Some  counties,  such  as  Copiah 
(supports  Co-Lin  and  Hinds),  are  a  part 
of  two  community  college  districts. 

These  15  districts,  with  over  30 
campuses  provide  a  quality  education 
for  the  residents  of  Mississippi. 

Student  follow-up  information  fur- 
nished each  year  by  several  of  the  uni- 
versities in  Mississippi  indicate  that 
community  college  academic  transfer 
students  are  well  prepared  to  continue 
their  education  at  the  university  level. 
The  record  shows  that  students  who 
take  licensure  exams  also  do  quite  well. 

It  is  important  to  remember  that  the 
cost  to  educate  a  community  college 
students  is  about  $2,646  compared  to 
$3,974  for  universities. 

The  community  colleges  have  an 
"open  door"  admissions  policy,  accept- 
ing students  who  need  developmental 
work,  was  well  as  average  and  out- 
standing students.  Because  of  this  open 
door  admissions  policy ,  the  average  ACT 
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for  the  community  college  student  is 
generally  lowerthan  the  average  required 
for  university  admission ;  consequently  it 
becomes  especially  meaningful  that  our 
graduates  and  transferstudents compete 
well  in  the  university  setting. 

Although  the  first  two  year  college  in 
the  nation  was  established  in  Joliet,  III., 
in  1903,  Mississippi  can  certainly  boast 
of  having  the  first  organized  system  of 
community  colleges  in  the  United  States. 

Our  state  can  also  be  proud  of  the 
tradition  established  by  our  community 
college  system  as  an  educational  com- 
munity which  answers  the  call  to  serve 
its  constituents,  which  includes  every 
single  community  in  Mississippi. 

Further,  parents  and  students  can 
readily  see  the  advantages  of  attending 
the  community  college  because  of  the 
modest  tuition  rates,  the  quality  of 
classroom  instruction,  and  the  many 
opportunities  of  leadership  provided  in 
community  college  campuses. 

Talking  with  Co-Lin  alumni  and 
hearing  the  many  success  stories  that 
our  graduates  have  to  tell  convinces  me 
that  we  have  something  very  special  to 
offer  through  Co-Lin  and  through  other 
community  colleges  in  the  system.

Each  week  Co-Lin  Natchez  will  host 
50  Elderhostel  members  from  all  over 
the  United  States  and  Canada.  Guests 
will  attend  lectures,  tours  and  educational 
events  while  in  Natchez. 

Theme  for  each  week  is  "Historic 
Natchez:  Magic  on  the  Mississippi." 

Co-directors  for  the  Natchez 
Elderhostel  Program  are  Willie  Mae 
Dunn,  former  Co-Lin  Natchez  librarian, 
and  Carolyn  Vance  Smith,  coordinator 
and  instructor  of  English  and  journalism 
and  director  of  public  information. 

Assisting  are  Co-Lin  Natchez  Dean 
Travis  Thornton,  executive  secretary  Pat

Topics  to  be  covered  include  an 
overview  of  the  history  of  Natchez,  the 
Natchez  Indians,  John  James  Audubon 
in  Natchez,  the  archaeology  and  flora  of 
the  Natchez  area,  the  music  and  culture 
of  Natchez  prior  to  1860,  Natchez,  and 
Christmas  in  Natchez  before  the  Civil 
War. 

In  addition  to  lectures,  participants 
will  tour  historic  downtown  Natchez  by 
bus  and  on  foot  and  visit  The  Grand 
Village  of  the  Natchez  Indians,  Historic 
Washington,  Jefferson  College,  the 
Natchez  Trace  and  Church  Hill,  as  well 
as  the  antebellum  houses  Melrose, 
Longwood,  Glen  Mary  and  Stanton  Hall. 

A  highlight  of  each  week  will  be  Mimi 
Miller's  "A  Truth  Sleuth  Looks  at  Down- 
town Natchez,"  an  independent  small- 
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group  study  of  various  historic  resource 
sites,  such  as  the  Historic  Natchez 
Foundation,  items  in  antiques  shops, 
historic  churches  and  other  interesting 
public  buildings. 

Special  meals  away  from  the  hotel 
will  include  a  plantation  picnic  at  Glen 
Mary  Plantation,  home  of  Marion  and 
Carolyn  Vance  Smith;  lunch  at  the 
Ramada  Hilltop  Inn,  overlooking  the 
Mississippi  River;  and  a  "graduation" 
dinner  at  the  Carriage  House  Restau- 
rant near  Stanton  Hall. 

Elderhostel  is  an  educational  program 
for  older  adults  who  want  to  continue  to 
expand  their  horizons  and  to  develop 
new  interests  and  enthusiasms.  Travel 
and  intellectual  activity  are  combined  in 
programs  offered  world-wide  to  more 
than  one-half  million  members.

Indians  skin  Wolves  in  five  overtimes

History  was  made  November  1 0  in 
Stone  Stadium.  In  an  epic  struggle,  the 
Co-Lin  Wolves  and  Itawamba  Indians 
battled  throughfive  overtimes  before  the 
Indians  prevailed  54-47  in  the  state  junior 
college  football  playoffs. 

Thefinal  outcome  wasn't  decided  until 
the  Indians  knocked  Co-Lin's  Michael 
Cooper  out  of  bounds  on  a  fourth-down, 
wingback  option  pass.  That  play  ended 
a  marathon  battle  which  featured  big 
plays  and  an  abundance  of  heroes. 

The  victory  placed  the  Indians  (7-3-1 ) 
in  the  state  championship  game  against 
Hinds. 

Co-Lin  (8-3),  the  South  Divison 
champion,  ends  its  season  on  a  losing 
note.  It  was  the  fifth  time  in  six  years  for 
the  Wolves  to  gain  the  playoffs. 

"It  was  a  great  spectators'  game," 
said  Itawamba  coach  Mike  Eaton.  "It's  a 
shame  somebody  had  to  lose." 

Co-Lin  gained  the  overtime  session 
when  Greg  Scoggins  split  the  uprights 
with  a  50-yard  field  goal  and  no  time 
remaining  on  the  scoreboard  clock. 


Quarterback  James  Davis  had  com- 
pleted two  straight  passes  to  Glen  Tho- 
mas to  gain  a  first  down  at  ICC's  34-yard 
line  and  six  seconds  remaining  in  the 
game. 

After  a  Co-Lin  timeout,  Scoggins 
raised  his  arms  to  the  Co-Lin  crowd, 
asking  for  some  enthusiastic  support 
and  kicked  the  clutch  field  goal. 

Eighteen  seconds  earlier,  ICC's  Henry 
Daniels  had  kicked  an  apparent,  game- 
winning  field  goal  from  48  yards  out. 
However,  Co-Lin's  Tyrone  Perry  returned 
the  ensuing  kickoff  to  the  Co-Lin  30  and 
Davis  completed  back-to-back  passes 
of  17  and  19  yards  to  let  Scoggins  kick 
his  longest  field  goal  of  the  season. 

Like  his  players,  Co-Lin  coach  Randall 
Bradberry  was  emotionally  and  physi- 
cally drained  after  the  game.  He  said  his 
team  played  well  enough  to  win. 

"We  played  hard  and  we  came  back," 
said  Bradberry. 'There  were  two  orthree 
timeswe  should  havewon  in  regulation." 

The  Indians  refused  to  die  and  over- 
came Co-Lin's  24-1 6  lead.  A  90-yard  TD 
run  by  Thomas  on  a  pitchout  from  Davis 
had  put  the  Wolves  up  by  eight  points 
and  7:57  left  in  the  third  quarter.

It's  never  too  late  to  learn

To  begin  this  episode,  let  me  empha- 
size that  I  am  not  mechanically-minded, 
and  I  passed  my  math  courses  by 
memorization  -  not  by  reasoning.  I  can 
change  a  light  bulb,  plug  in  the  iron,  and 
turn  on  the  washing  machine,  but  most 
machines  frighten  me.  Perhaps  it  is  be- 
cause they  seem  so  much  smarter  than 
I,  but  by  nature,  I  hate  to  be  outdone  by 
man  or  beast. 

Much  of  my  time  indoors  is  spent 
either  reading  or  writing.

Consequently,  I  purchased  a  com- 
puter and  have  enjoyed  experimenting 
with  it.

This 
is  one  way  I  learn.  How  thrilled  I  was 
when  my  first  real  project  of  several 
pages  was  completed  and  printed. 

So,  it's  never  too  late  to  learn. ..and 
when  I  quit  learning,  let  me  die!
